An exceptionally fine and perfect copy of a very rare book, of which less than 
110 copies were saved from Bensley’s fire, and of these only 60 contained the original 
issue of vol. H, part I. The copy offered includes the reprint as well as the exces¬ 
sively rare original issne of vol. 11, part I. 

“The history of Western Sussex was commenced under the direction, and con¬ 
tinued at the expense, of Charles late Duke of Norfolk, by the Reverend James Dallaway, 
his Grace*s official Secretary. 

“ The first Volume, containing the Preliminary History, and the Parochial Topo¬ 
graphy of the Rape of Chichester, of which five hundred copies were printed, was 
published in the year 1815. The late Duke of Norfolk directed that such Gentlemen as 
were connected with the County of Sussex who put down their names for a copy, 
should have one for Five Guineas, but to those who purchased it afterwards the price 
was to be Eight Guineas. Eighty copies were disposed of according to this first 
direction, and between Twenty and Thirty were sold afterwards ; when a fire which 
consumed the premises of Messrs. Bensley, the Printers, destroyed the remaining copies. 

“ The fate of the First Part of the Second Volume was still more unfortunate. At 
the time of the fire above-mentioned, Sixty Copies had been sent out to be stitched, and 
were thus saved ; of these, Thirty were distributed among the different branches of the 
late Duke of Norfolk’s family, and Thirty were given to such of his private friends as 
were connected with the County of Sussex.”— The Rev. Edward Cartwright in his 
Preface to the 1st pt. of the 2nd vol.

Commonly known as Archbishop Laud’s Book of Common Prayer, as he and 
Rishop Wren were associated with the Scottish bishops in preparing it, though Laud 
asserted that he had been desirous of introducing the English Book of Common 
Prayer without alteration. The book was very unpopular and was soon withdrawn. 
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The attempt to use it in St. Giles’ Cathedral, Edinburgh, on Sunday, 23 July, 1637, 
occasioned a riot, which is popularly said to have been started by a woman named 
Jenny Geddes who flung her stool at the head of the Bishop of Edinburgh, David 
Lindsay.

The County of Essex compares very favourably with its neighbours in the 
large proportion of ancient bells still (or until lately) remaining in its church 
towers and turrets. About one hundred and sixty, or ten per cent., may be 
reckoned as of medieval date. In addition, the county is remarkable for the 
number of founder's represented within its borders, including nearly every 
name as at present known in the Eastern Counties or in London; while some 
of the rarer London founders, both ancient and modern, are only known by 
their remains in Essex. 

The collection of material for this work was begun many years ago by Mr. 
Daniel Tyssen, whose admirable series of rubbings formed its basis. It was 
then taken up successively by Mr. Thomas North and Mr. J. C. L. Stahlschmidt, 
whose lamented deaths in 1885 and 1889 left the work at a standstill, although 
the latter had nearly brought the text to completion. Mr. Stahlschmidt’s 
notes passed into the hands of Mr. E. J. Wells and the Rev. Cecil Deedes, 
whose intention of producing the completed work a few years ago was 
frustrated, partly by lack of support from subscribers, but chiefly by the 
former’s ill-health, which terminated fatally in February, 1905. In the 
interim, between 1892 and 1898, the two last-named contributed to the Essex 
Review the inscriptions on the bells in the Archdeaconry of Colchester, 
accompanied by sundry notes, and it was hoped this would pave the way for 
the eventual accomplishment of the task. Mr. Deedes having, on the death 
of Mr. Wells, enlisted the services of Mr. H. B. Walters as co-editor, the 
present writers are glad to he able to announce that, by their joint labours, 
the lacunae in the manuscript have been filled up, and that it is now in the 
hands of the printers.
